EDUCATIONAL SCIENCE. 


THE SOCIAL WASTE OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


Mr. J. L. Holland, in his presidential! 
address to the Educational] Science section, 
askei—Is there any worse example of social 
waste than that the young boy and girl 
should be carefully nurtured for good citizen- 
ship, and then plunged without warning into 
a world in which they find they are not 
wanted, in which their instinct to be inde- 

endent is thwarted, and the opportunity of 
Lonest: useful work is denied them? Could 
they have any experience “more destructive 
of mental and moral fibre—in a word, more 
decivilising? Yet this is the daily exper!- 
ence of thousands of them. 

There were probably 160,000 young people 
unemployed. He suggested that boys. and 
girls should be encouraged, subject to reason- 
acle age-limits, to remain at school until 
situations could be found for them, and that 
the age of entry into unemployment insurance 
should be lowered to fourteen, credit being 
given against the Unemployment Fund in 
r°spext of voluntary attendance at school be- 
yond that age. Finally, the responsibility 
for framin; schemes for dealing with their 
own unemployed juveniles should be thrown 
upon the local education authorities.

SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 


THE ASSOCIATION'S 
NEW MOVE. 


The British Association will endeavour in 
future to bring its activities into closer re- 
lationship with pressing questions of social 
progress. By an extension, or reorganisation, 
of its activities, it will try to give a bigger 
place in its proceedings to consideration of 
the ways and means by which scientific in- 
vestigation can ally itself with the efforts of 
those who are endeavouring to solve the im- 
wnediate problems of a perplexed world. . 

This was the effect of a recommendation 
which the General Committee at its meeting 
yesterday made to the Council. i 

Sir Josiah Stamp, Treasurer of the Associa- 
tion, last night told a reporter—' We recom- 
mend the Council to explore what it is 
possible to do in this matter within the 
framework of the constitution of the Assoria- 
tion. We have a definite constitution, which 
may, or may not, limit the scope of work. of 
this kind. The Council will now at its 
regular meetings in London, consider what 
lines can most fruitfully be followed in regard 
to relating scientific research to social pro- 
gress. 

“The Council, of course, will not be respon- 
sible for any violently political programme. 
It is possible that the Council itself will put 
forward proposals, and these may be reflected 
in the proceedings of the Association when it 
meets. next year at. Aberdeen.”’ ; 

The General Committee yesterday formally 
recommended the appointment of Sir William 
Hardy as the next President, made grants 
amounting to £800 to various branches of 
research, and passed a resolution of thanks 
to the members of the Local Comm.ttee and 
the civic authorities and townspeople of 
Leicester.

Furthermore, 
at the end of the week every regular man 
in his employment would receive £3 
harvest money. This is, he said, a custom 
in the county. The bonus is greatly 
appreciated by the men, because it enables 
them to buy a few luxuries which would 
be unobtainable if they were dependent on 
their savings out of their weekly wages. 
With the present prices of grain the 
farmer said that he did not expect much 
of a bonus for himself,

MATHEMATICS AND 
PHYSICS. 


PROBABLE AGE OF THE 
UNIVERSE. 


In a remarkable discourse on the mysterious 
firmament that surrounds the planet, Pro- 
fessor Sir Arthur Eddington put the age of 
the. universe, according to present cál, 
tions, at two thousand million years, and said 
that since the earth was at least as old as 
that, it seemed almost as if the earth was 
older than the universe itself. 

Outside our own galaxy of stars, he said, 
there are millions of other stars which ap- 
pear to us like islands. It has been found 
that these galaxies are running away from 
us, and the greater their distance the faster 
they move. The speed is proportional to the 
distance. That progression of speed with 
distance has been traced up to 150 million 
light years, and at that distance it means a 
speed of fifteen thousand miles a second. 
The galaxies of stars—of nebula, as they 
are called—are running away from each other 
just as much as they are running away from 
us. Whether the universe has always . been 
expanding, and will continue to expand, is 
another question. 


sally accepted, and in some quarters is 
regarded with scepticism. It must not be 
assumed that I regard that scepticism entirely 
with contempt. iú may be pointed out that 
the observational data at present are not very 
wide. The data have been found with great 
difficulty and some uncertainty. 

Speaking of the beginning of things, one 
feels that one may as well be hanged for a 
Sheep as a lamb. It looks as if we shall 
have to limit the evolution of the stars to 
somewhere about one hundred million years. 
It was at a British Association meeting that 
Lord Kelvin gave fifty million years as the 
limit of age of the sun and earth. We laugh 
at that limit now, and some future 
British Association may laugh at the limits 
we have placed to-day.

IMPORTANCE OF PURE MILK. 


In the Agriculture Section Miss Olga 
Nethersole, founder and honorary organiser 
of the People’s League of Health, opened .a 
discussion on milk production and distribu- 
tion in relation to nutrition and disease. 

She said that, given the necessary trouble, 
résolution and expense, tubercle-free herds 
could undoubtedly be established and main 
tained, and legislative and administrative 
encouragement to this end should be 
afforded, 

The .only wise and reasonable course, 
pending the development of tubercle-free 
herds, was pasteurisation, by which the risk 
of tuberculous and other infections was 
reduced, if not to zero, at least to a minimum, 
and this end was attained without any 
appreciable lessening of the value of milk 
as a food of high value. 

Mr. Ben. Davies, who also advocated 
pasteurisation, said that those who resisted 
the demand fer its universal application had 
no alternative guarantee to propose. They 
claimed the right to dispense their milk in 
its raw state, but they disclaimed any 
greater responsibility or liability than 
besets them to-day. 

Sanitary administration, he said, is hope- 
less, for it can do no more than endeavour 
to limit the infection after it has occurred 
when, ad if, it be discovered. To lower the 
incidence of disease among cattle involves 
plans which may be designed not for years, 
but for generations yet unborn. A cattle 
slum-clearance scheme is long overdue. 
Tubercular testing has been in existence for 
forty years, yet the incidence of bovine 
tubercle has abated nothing.

THE CIVIL SERVICE 


CRITICISED. 


Mrs. W. Raphael, of the National Institute 
of Industrial Psychology, criticised the Civil 
Service in the ‘course of an address on the 
psychological effect of employment. She salu 
that the most brilliant counter clerk would 
not get promotion before the specified time, 
which might be a long, long way ahead, and 
if a clerk was pretty bad he would still get 
promotion. One of the effects of that Civil 
Service monotony was the extraordinarily high 
level of sickness, which in some departments 
was about three times as great as that of 
ordinary’ firms 

You can improve things very much if you 
make promotion less dependent upon 
seniority and more dependent upon merit, she 
said. That would get away from ‘a lot of 
staleness. ~/e should have a higher rate of 
dismissals than we have now, and inefficiency 
should not be tolerated as it is.

ELUSIVE STAMPS. 

IRAO— The sudden death of King Feisal will 
bring a keen demand for the stamps of Iraq. In 
1952 a new currency was instituted—viz., 
fils and dinars necessitating the 1931 issue 
in annus and. rupees bearing Feisal’s portrait 
being sureharged et Baghdad.

Austtia’s Future. 


Yesterday was the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the relief of Vienna 
from the Turks. The little garrison under 
von Stahremberg was almost at the end 
of its tether, and Mustapha the Black 
was preparing to invest the city, when 
John Sobieski, King of Poland, routed 
the Turks and freed the Austrian capital. 
This event was a turning point im 
European history. It marked the begin- 
ning of the Sublime Porte’s decline, and 
was a prelude to the partition of Poland; 
for the Emperor Leopold was jealous of 
Sobieski and turned against him almost 
immediately afterwards. On the other 
hand, the Hapsburg Dynasty acquired a 
new lease of life. Islam was vanquished, 
and Austria obtained enormous strength. 
To-day Austria is a tiny State, consisting 
of the City .f Vienna and a paltry hinter- 
land. Her glories have departed ; she keeps 
only a memory of the mighty power that 
was wielded on the Danube’s shores. The 
Hapsburgs were too greedy. They grasped 
every square inch of territory on which 
they could lay their hands, despoiling 
Poles, Czechs, Rumanians, Serbs, Croats, 
Slovenes and Italians in the process, They 
tried to Germanise all different 
peoples, and the history of their attempt 
is the history of Austria’s downfall. 
Towards the end of Franz Josef’s reign 
fumbling efforts wefe made at reform; but 
the annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 
hollowness of the 


these 


govina exposed the 
pretence, and when the Dual Monarchy 
lost the War the ramshackle Empire dis- 
solved into its elements. 

For some years since the War the 
Austrian Republic was maintained throazh 
the generosity of the Allied Powers ard 
of the League of Nations. With the pro- 
gress of time, however, the little State 
has managed to adjust itself to its changed 
conditions, and, although it remains miser- 
ably poor, it has made a series of com- 
mercial treaties with its neighbours which 
assure ics inhabitants of at least a meagre 
existence. The new Austria has only one 
advantage over the old—it is a homo- 
geneous State. Virtually all its citizens 
are of German stock, and are drawn natur- 
ally towards their kinsfolk in the Reich. 
Sooner or later there will be an Anschluss, 
although France, and, perhaps, also Italy, 
will do their best to prevent it. In the 
meanwhile an interesting situation has 
arisen. When Germany elected Herr 
Hitler to power the Nazis evidently 
thought that they could dictate terms to 
Austria; but they reckoned without a 
little man named Dollfuss, who, while he 
is entirely German in his outlook, has 
very definite views of his own. He refused 
to be bullied by the Prussians, who are 
the backbone of the Nazi movement, and 
has stood up valiantly to Herr Hitler and 
his colleagues. Austria may wish 
to make common cause with Germany at 
some future date; but Dr. Dollfuss insists 
that his people must have complete 
freedom of action. 

It seems that Dr. Dollfuss also has dicta 
torial ambitions. In a speech which he 
made during the anniversary celebrations 
of Vienna’s delivery he announced that 
Parliament in Austria was dead, and 
delivered a violent attack on Liberal- 
Capitalism, with particular reference to 
the so-called Manchester school. Although 
he is opposed to Herr Hitler TE 
the régime which he designs ior Austr.a 
is just as autocratic as the Nazi 
administration, as: AB Je fat, &A 
kind of cross between Italian Fascism, 
German Hitlerism, the medieval guild 
system, and the theoretical Stindestaat, 
or vocational State. Dr. Dollfuss hopes 
to reconcile the salient principles of 
autocracy with the benevolence of the 
Papal Eneyclical of 1931, and to maintain 
Austria’s traditional] associations with the 
Vatican. Two obstacles stand in his way. 
Dr. Miklas, President of the Austrian 
Republic, is, like Hindenburg in Ger- 
many, a staunch supporter of the Con- 
stitution, and has no love for experiments 
of any kind, Furthermore, France detests 
Fascism, and Austria depends very largely 
on French support, financial as well as 
political. Nevertheless, there can be little 
doubt that Dr. Dollfuss will receive strong 
support from the Austrian Nazis, whose 
ultimate object is fusion with Germany. 
They will be satisfied for the time being 
if they can secure the final downfall of the

This park, as he 
declared in the course of an informative 
speech, is only one of many ‘‘ lungs” that 
have: been constructed in recent years and 
are maintained bv the Corporation of 
Most people will be surprised 
that the list of sites furnished by the 
Lord Mayor is so large, and will 
think favourably of, at least, one 
aspect of the City Council’s work. 
Alderman Byrne specified no fewer 
than thirteen parks or playgrounds, 
maintained by the Corporation, that 
offer facilities to children, and announced 
the impending acquisition and con- 
version of many other sites. His news 
is welcome; for the inability of Dublin’s 
poor children to find places for recreation 
has been a source of shame in the past. 
Dublin abounds in open spaces—in this 
respect she is better off than the great 
majority of cities—but few of them are 
suitable for the use of children, and the 
need of definite playgrounds increases as 
the condition of the slums become worse. 
Anybody who takes a walk along the 
poorer streets will be horrified to see the 
risks which are run daily by their young 
inhabitants. Once upon a time, perhaps, 
they were able to play their games in the 
open street without any great risk to life 
or limb; but the invasion of fast traffic 
has made a lamentable difference to the 
children’s opportunities. Even if this 
danger did not exist, the need of public 
playgrounds still would be evident; for 
proper recreation demands space, cleanli- 
ness and a change of environment that 1s 
not provided by the stretch of roadway 
outside the tenement door. The Cor- 
poration has done good work by its 
insistence on this vital necessity, and we 
hope that its efforts will be intensified 
during the next few years. It is in such 
matters as the provision of playgrounds 
that the value of a sound and expert 
scheme of town-planning will be realised. 
All that the Corporation has done in the 
past has been accomplished without the 
help of any such scheme; and, under the 
powers conferred on it by the new Town- 
Planning Bill, still better and more 
valuable work will be possible. As the 
slums of Dubin are demolished, the new 
buildings and streets will be laid out on 
a more spacious and more airy scale. 
With the help. of the new housing legisla- 
tion and the planning bill—which, as we 
assume, will, become an Act with little 
delay—there is full opportunity to repair 
the children’s deficit of fresh air and 


exercise, 


Drought and A Moral. 


The long drought has been felt less 
severely in Ireland than in Great Britain, 
where many districts are facing all the 
problems of a water famine. London and 
the other large cities continue to have 
quiet minds—though they are urging the 
strictest economies upon their citizens 
The founders of their water supplies took 
long views, with the result that in the 
most dry seasons of recent years the supply 
has not failed to meet demand. This fact 
is a real tribute to the foresight of 
England’s cities, since new housing 
schemes have multiplied the numbers of 
bathrooms, and much water is employed in 
the service of an ever-growing army of 
motor cars. The rural districts, however, 
cannot be credited with a like foresight. 
Those which are chiefly affected now by 
shortage of water are, generally, those 
which were the worst sufferers in 1911, 
1921 and 1929, when long droughts 
prevailed. They showed much concern in 
the days of their hardship, but, when 
relief came, they seem to have taken no 
precaution against any future emergency. 
According to The Times, the parts of 
England which are most seriously dis- 
turbed by lack of water are North Wales 
and Lincolnshire; but the shortage. is 
troublesome also in large areas of York- 
shire, Hampshire, Sussex, Devonshire and 
Essex. In Nortlt Wales the Dee and other 
rivers are exceptionally low, and flocks 
are taken long distances for watering at 
springs and pools. In parts of South 
Wales, where root-crops have failed, the 
drought has reduced milk supplies, and 
the retail price has been raised. Hitherto 
Dublin has escaped lightly—the City 
Engineer still is content with warnings— 
but we hope that the Corporation has 
learned a lesson in foresight from the 
present drought. It appears that the 
Roundwood reservoir is well stocked, but 
that the connecting pipes to Stillorgan are 
too small for their full duty, Will the 
next drought re-discover the same condi- 
tions? Now surely, when the unprofitable 
dole is supporting thousands of idle men, 
is the time for fruitful expenditure on a 
most necessary service, 


Musical Comedy. 


To a generation nurtured on jazz and 
the ‘talkies’? the name of Adrian 
Ross probably is unknown. Yet his 
death, at the age of seventy-three, will 
recall to many survivors of the pre-war 
generation musical evenings of sheer 
delight. Adrian Ross was the pseudonym 
of Arthur Reed Ropes, the son of a 
Nonconformist family, who had a brilliant 
career at Cambridge. He did almost 
equally well i. . mathematics, literature and 
history, and in appearance was the typical 
scholar. Adrian Ross looked, and actually 
was, a bookworm ; but he wrote some of the 
most amusing and charming lyrics, and his 
name was known to hundreds of thousands 
of theatre-goers during the decade: befor? 
the War. He sprang into fame through his 
association with the late Mr. George 
Edwardes, who was responsible for the 
enormous success of Daly’s Theatre in 
London. Adrian Ross wrote virtually all 
the librettt for Edwardes’s comedies, from 
“The Greek Slave’’ to ‘‘ The Quaker 
Girl.” In later days he wrote 
the words of ‘Lilac Time,’’ “™ Mon- 
sieur Beaucaire’’ and 
Maid"; but his best period was that of 
the Daly’s productions, when his lyrics 
almost rivalled those of W. 8. Gilbert in 
their scintillating fun. It is difficult to 
imagine the rather: melancholy Wrangler 
as the author of that fascinating ditty, 
‘‘ I feel so silly when the moon is out,” 
or of the riotous “ Yo-ho, little girls, yo- 
ho,” from “ The Country Girl.” Such, 
however, was the genius of Adrian Ross, 
who lived and worked in an age when there 
still was real joy in the world.

TO MOSCOW.

PARIS, Tuesday. 


M. Pierre Cot, the French Air Minister, 
and five high officials took off from 
Bourget Aerodrome at 3.40 this afternoon 
on the first stage, to Strasbourg, of his 
flight to Moscow. The “ stunt ” fiier, M 
Doret, was the pilot. ; 

Following as it does other manifest signs 
of a Franco-Soviet rapprochement, like ex- 
Premier Herriot’s tour of Russia, and con- 
ferences in Moscow, and coming after the 
advent of Hitler’s régime in Germany, the 
significance of M. Cot's mission hardly 
needs emphasis. 

Early to-morrow morning M. Cot’s 
machine will take off from Strasbourg for 
Lwow, where he will meet the two other 
machines which are to accompany him to 
Moscow. The latter also left France to-day, 
but are flying to Lwow via Prague, thus 
avoiding flying over Germany. At Lwow 
the Ministerial aeroplane will refuel and 
continue to Kharkov. : 

On Friday all three machines will leave 
Kharkov for Moseow, where they hope to 
arrive the same evening. 

The machine in which the Minister is 
flying has just been recognised by the 
International Aeronautical Federation as 
the holder of two world’s “ records,’’ It 
is the new Dewoitine twelve-passenger air 
liner, belonging to the recently-formed 
combine, Air France.- Both “' records ”’ 
{for speed over 1,000 and 2,000 kilometres 
with a pay load of 2,000 kilograms— 
4.250 Ibs.) were secured with an average 
speed of 265 kilometres (1595 miles) an 
hour, and with M. Doret, who is one of 
the combine’s chief pilots, at the controls. 
The machine carried its full standard 
equipment of wireless, furnishings, etc., 
and had on board five people, in addition 
to the requisite load. . 

Tt is the first of the new ‘‘ Emerald ”’ 
class of air liner, which will shortly be 
put on the Croydon-Paris ‘service.

OLD ENEMIES SWEAR 
FRIENDSHIP.

During the Turco-Greek conversations at 
Angora, where the Turco-Greek Pact was 
signed to-day, it Was decided to dissolve 
the Mixed Commission for the exchange of 
populations at an early date. 

Functioning under the egis of the 
League of Nations, this Commission has 
supervised the exchange of millions of 
Turks and Greeks. i 

Under the Pact the respective parties 
guarantee the security of their common 
frontiers against any third party, and, in 
furtherance of friendship, a mutual under- 
standing will be arrived at on all inter- 
national questions, as well as those that 
directly interest the two countries. The 
treaty is to remain in force for ten years. 

Only eleven years ago Turkey and 
Greece were engaged in fierce conflict. The 
long and bitter campaign in Asia Minor 
that followed shortly after the Great War 
(1921-22) resulted in the Greek Armies 
being finally severely defeated by the 
Tuskish forces under the command of 
General (now President) Mustapha 
Kemal, and driven out of Asia Minor.

He went to Eton 
in 1926, and was in Mr. C. J. Rowlatt’s 
House. He was a “ Wet Bob,” and gained 
his upper boat. He was also a member 
of the Eton Society and one of the most 
popular boys of the summer half of 1932, 
at the end of which he left. He 
distinguished himself as an oarsman, but 
just failed to get into the eight. 

In 1928 he fell a victim to a succession 
of illnesses. He finally developed para- 
typhoid, and for some time lay gravely 
ill at the house of his parents, Lord and 
Lady Lansdowne. 

His full name was Henry Maurice John 
Petty-Fitzmaurice. 

The Earl of Kerry was one of three 
brothers. There are also two sisters. 


THE MARQUESS OF 
LANSDOWNE. 


The Marquess of Lansdowne, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Henry William Edmund 
Petty-Fitzmaurice, was a Senator of the 
Irish Free State for seven years until 1929. 
He was Unionist M.P. for West Derbyshire 
from 1909 until 1918, and represented West 
Marylebone on the London County Council 
for three years until 1910. 

He served in the South African War in 
the Guards, first the Grenadier and later 
the Irish, and commanded the Third Re-. 
serve Battalion of the Irish Guards during 
the first two years of the Great War. i 
He is the sixth Marquess and succeeded 
his father in 1927. Lansdowne House, the 
London residence of the Marquesses of 
Lansdowne for generations, was sold in 
November, 1931.

In the course of an editorial article to- 
day, headed ‘‘ Troubled Cuba,' The Times 
observes:—For the time being President 
Roosevelt is demanding proof: of the 
ability of the new Cuban Government to 
protect American and foreign lives and 
interests, to maintain order in the island, 
and to secure the support of the Cuban 
people before granting it recognition. This 
does not mean that he and his advisers 
have any desire to intervene militarily in 
troubled.Cuba, Apart from the fact that 
his opponents would welcome such a 
diversion of his energies from the cam- 
aign for the restoration of economic 
Codaneeite in the United States, armed 
intervention would create ill-will and sus- 
picion among the other American States, 
where he hopes to extend-the market for 
his country’s exports. 7 

On the other hand, it is improbable that 
the American Government and American 
public opinion will abandon the right to 
intervene in Cuba which was declared in 
the Platt Amendment, and’ was subse- 
quently conceded by the Cuban Govern- 
ment. But other American States, 
and Argentina in particular, have shown 
unmistakably that they would not welcome 
tho reaffirmation of that right. Moreover, 
the United States are a party to the 
Gondra Convention of 1923. Their 
Government, with the Governments of 
other American States, then agreed to 
submit controversies in which they were 
involved, and which had not been settled 
by diplomacy, to certain Pan-American 
This Con- 
vention was strengthened by the Conven- 
tion drawn up at the American Aprbitra- 
tion Conference of 1929, and it is thus 
arguable—at least in Latin American 
capitals—that the rights of the United 
States under the Platt Amendment have 
been annulled. - 

No doubt, the State Department and

FLOUR PRICES. 


The price of Irish flour is 30s. 6d. per 
sack. ‘The price of English flour is 20s. 
per sack, and the price of Canadian flour 
is 25s. per sack. One of the reasons for 
the higher cost of Irish flour is that the 
Irish miller does not operate on the big 
mass-production scale of the cross-Chann-l, 
United States and Canadian miller. 

Canadian flour possesses qualities which, 
so far as bread-making is concerned, are 
superior to those of any other flour. At 
present, it is understood, many Irish 
bakers use an admixture of Canadian and 
other flours. The use of the Canadian 
flour gives the loaf lightness and 
buoyancy. | 

English millers using Canadian wheat, 
sar reporter was told, cannot produce «on 
equivalent of Canadian flour. The reason 
may be that the best Canadian wheat is 
taken by Canadian millers, and that the 
exported surplus is not of the same high 
quality. 


THE QUOTA, 


The Free State Government, first of all, 
] laced a tariff of five shillings a sack on” 
inported flour in their effort to foster the 
home milling industry. Owing to the high 
cost of the Irish-produced flour and. tie 
superior quality of the imported flour, 
merchants were able to pay the tariff and 
still reap a reasonable profit on their sales 
of the imported flour. As a result the 
Government instituted its quota system. 
Apparently, Free State consumers will 
have to continue to pay an increased price 
for their bread as their contribution to the 
d.:velopment of the home milling industry. 


DUBLIN CORN MARKET. 


Very little business was transacted in 
the Dublin Corn Market yesterday. In 
accordance with the arrangement with the 
millers 17s. 6d. was paid for wheat ; 8s. 6d. 
to 9s. was paid for white oats. So many 
people have oats and so few people want 
oats, it was stated, only those whio require 
oats immediately for feeding purposes were 
willing to pay yesterday’s price. 
Farmers are holding on to their oats and 
merchants have some of last year’s 
supplies in stock. Eventually the farmers 
will be compelled to come into the market, 
and the price, it is expected, will then fall.

‘¢°F’' HE DEAD MAN’S,” a licensed

“ Bass ” outrage early yesterday 1.i0orning, 
when a party of about a dozen young 
men, arnjed with revolvers, 
building. 

Having smashed a number of bottles of 
Bass, they seized Michael Murray (brother. 
of the proprietor, Miss Rose Murray), 
and drove him away in a lorry to the 
Featherbed Mountain. There they stripped 
him of his clothes and sent him home. 
During. the course of the journey Mr. 
Murray was beaten over the hel with 
the butts of revolvers, and he states that 
a wallet containing £24 was stolen from 
him by t'e men. 

On inquiry at the house yesterday, an 
Irish Times reporter learnt that the raid 
took place at about 1 a.m.: when the men 
drove up in a lorry and entered the build- 
ing in small groups. Their presence 
created no suspicion at “rst, as it is cus- 
tomary for bona fide travellers to arrive 
at that hour; but when all the other cus- 
tomers had left. the leader of the party, 
producing a revolver from his pocket, used 
it to smash the bottles of Bass on the 
shelves. Miss Rose Murray and Miss 
Julia Murray wez: the only people in the 
bar at the time, but a brother, Patrick, 
was asleep upstairs, and one of the 
raiders wakened him. They then left the 
house, after warning Miss Murray that 
she was not to give the alarm. 

In the meantime, Michael Murray had 
been standing outside the building, in 
order to keep a watch on the bona-fides of 
people arriving, and suspected nothing of 
what was going on. It is not known why 
the men seized him instead of Patrick, 
but, on leaving the house, they forced him 
to get into the lorry at the point of the 
revolver and having blindfolded him, 
took him away. They adopted a very 
threatening manner, striking him several 
times on the head with their revolvers, 
and saying that he was being “' taken for 
a ride from which he would not come 
back.” 


DEPRIVED OF CLOTHES. 


After what seemed to be a couple of 
hours the lorry stopped on the top of a 
mountain, which Mr. Murray thinks to 
have been the Featherbed. The bandace 
was taken from his eyes, and he was told. 
to undress. He refused to do so, but the 
clothes were taken from him by force, even 
down to his shoes and socks, and he was 
left with nothing but his shirt. The 
wallet, containing £24, was taken, and the 
finding of this large sum appears to have 
mollified the men somewhat, as their atti- 
tude became less threatening. They 
denied, however, that they had stolen the 
wallet, and the leader of the gang became 
abusive when Mr. Murray taxed him with 
it. 

Having stripped Mr. Murray, the men 
gave him a pair of white drawers, with the 
inscription, '“ Beycott Bass,” printed in 
large letters on them, and sent him away ' 
thus attired, two of the men following him 
for some distance. Mr. Murray was 
refused admittance at a house where he 
called for assistance, the occupants 
apparently being afraid to let him in. He 
had to walk for several miles before he 
found a public-house, where he was 
supplied with clothes and food. He then 
telephoned to the Civic Guards at 
Chapelizod, who brought him home. 

For some time after the raiders had left 
his sisters and brother were not aware that 
Michael had been taken away, but when 
they discovered the fact they communi- 
cated at once with the Civic Guards. A 
strong force was sent out, and although 
none of the men could be found the lorry 
they had used was traced. It had been 
taken a few hours before from the premises. 
of Mr. John Lalor, at Tallaght, and was 
returned early yesterday morning. Mr. 
Lalor was aroused by some men who said 
that they wanted petrol, and who then 
compelled him to give up the lorry. 

The raid and kidnapping appear to be 
the sequel to a visit of some young men 
about a fortnight ago, who warned Miss 
Murray against stocking or selling Bass. 
Civic Guards searched the mountains 
yesterday morning, and were very active’ 
throughout the day, but so far né arrests 
have been made.
